Yet I agree to Tilenus in his tractate de aper- 
tis Chriſti hoſtibus , who placeth him among the open 
enemies, becauſe hee doth perſecute the Chriſtian 
name, whereas the Heretikes doe grace their errours 
by Chriſts name, and pretend his authoritie. The ſe- 
cret enemies againe aro of three ſorts, either here- 
tiques, or profaners, or hypocrites, which are ene- 
mies of his houſnhold. I doe but repeate theſe diui- 
ſions, my intent only is to take the office of a Scout 
or Senti nell to diſcouer this hoſte of aduetſaries, and 
leaue them for others to aſſault: and for a ſtronger 
arme to cloſe with in the field.
